It 
was a faCtious ſpeech of Craſſus , that none 
ſhould be his Conlull, co whom. he was not a 
Senator. And a wofull preſident in Adam , to 

relume aboue the end of his Creation : for Dum 
erexit ſe ſupra ſe, cecidit miſerabiliter infra ſe, layes 
Bonauenture. While he aſpired aboue himlelfe, 
he fell miſerably belowe himlſelfe, from the ſtate 
of Innocencieto the ſtate of Sinne & muſery : As. 
in Vertues, ſo in States,and Churches, Deſcretion

auing giuen to euery man a ſeuerall guift , ro 
honour ham wirh, and to profit others. There 
is not that Plant, ſuruay them from the Cedar of 
Mount Lribanon,to the Shrub that groweth vpon 
the Wall, but hath his vſc oF vertue ;- nor 
that Wretch, that can without the wſt raxation 
of enuie, andingratitude ro God , and to his 
Neighbour, repine, as at an ouer ſcant hand of 
his Creator or Redeemer. O bone On:nipotens, que 
fie curas pnum quemg; noſftrum, ac ft ſolum cures, in 
ones, ac fi ſmpulos , ſaith St. Auguſtine, O go0t? 
God, that ſo regardeſt cuery particular man , as

if thou caredſt for him onely , and yet thou fo. 
carcit for all men, as thou dolt for any one : for 
Opumi eſt optimaproducere , the bz\t muſt bring 
forth the belt: which rule holds true ſaich A- 
quin: although nor abſolutely, yer 1n the ſeuerall - n Jun 
kindes of thinges, the wocld being lo excellently Tl 
compoled, as that Plato durlt preſume to ſay, , deed 
that God was tranſported with joy when hee 146.1 146-21 
had finithed ic - The ſame hand creating the 
mouing Orbes, and the creeping Wormes. Sure 
all chings which God did creace, he made them 1. ;... 
at che firlt, crue, good,and right : True, in reſpeSt on Heb.2.4. 
of correſpondence to that patterne of their bein 
which was eternally drawne in the Councell of 
Gods fore- knowledge : Good , in reſpet 
of the vie and benefit, which cach thing yeeld- 
ech toother : Right, by an apt conformury of all 
parts, with that end that is propoſed for each 
thing to tend to,' as earned Hooker) hike himlclic 
excellently. Thus his dixit and his benedixit, his 
Word and Bleſſing went together , nor cuer 
would haue ſuffred, cither Man or Angell to fall 
from thar Integritie,except he had likewile ſcene, | 
Duibus bonorum vhibus accommodaret , how hee 
could have rurned chem to his owne honour: 
As the good Husbandman , that ſeeing the 
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e&{ Ser. preached at Dover Caſtle 
waters {vwell, and threaten danger, wiſely cuts a 
Channel, and turnes them to his oven benefir: 
that all ages migat be asa neate Verſe, where 
\words of long and thort Quantities might run 
rogerhet ) Et qubuſdem quaft antithetis boneſta- 
retur,and Mercy and Truth might Kiſſe each 
Other. 

Enery reaſonable Creature hath theſe ends 
propoſed vnro him; topraile God, to ſerue him, 
and roinjoy him : and though his Grace bee 
traniparent incuery Creature, yet in Men more 
then Beaſts ; and Saints more then Sinners : Se- 
cundum ſunplicem complacentian, as we lay, There 
is not that Entitie that he hath not loued , and 
oraced, Secundum amorem efficarem : There is no 
Rebrobate ſo honoured ; his loue is alike to all, 


inreſpect of theeſſentiall a&t; not ſo in reſpet of 


the conſequent effeCt : Ab eterno, non pro aterno; 
from eternitie, nor for etertiitie ,' as Aquarire 
ſpeakes. His loueis like the Sun-beames , ſhi 
ning vponthe meaneſt Dunghill, though nor 
with {uch luſtre and refletion,as vpon the Mar: 
ble panement : his Eyes waite vpon the Hindes 
which bring forth young, but nor with ſo (tri 


_ regard as ypon man his own Image : nor ſo at- 


tendeth Saw/, as he doth Danid;or Eſau as Iacob: 
| and.

and therefore the words ( 10 exe-yone of vs may 
haue a reference to the Church, or thole thar 
walke worthy of their vocations , as is nſinua- 
ted. v 1. 

The merrit of Chriſts Paſhonextendeth it 
ſclfe to vs as the head to the members , nor ishis 
righteouſneſle a curtailed coate, but a large robe 
of mercy; himleclte being the Roſe of the com- 
mon feild , and the Lillic of rhe lovver vallies; 
and ſuch an one as imparteth his whitcneſſe 
euento Thiitles being made ſinne for vs , that 
cucry one of vs {hould be made the nighteoulnes 
of God in hum. 2. Cor. 5. 21. For he 1s the propi- 
tiation for our ſinnes , and not for our onely,but for the 
ſunnes of the whole world, I, Iohn &. 4. The lIews 
cannot boaſt bis prerogatiue ouer the Gemile , nor 
circumcifucn aboue vncireumciſun , the Donatiſts 
opinion of Africkes Meridres is ridiculous ; all 
places, and all ages arealike to him; Chriſt be- 
ing to the Fathers in the old lawe , by preui l1on, 
and acceptation although not corporallic exhi- 
bired: the onely difference berwixt them and vs, 
was onely in circumſtance of time;they be'ciued 
he ſhould come, we belecue he is come ro ſaue 
vs: euen then ſayes he , and fwearcs toir —_— 
Prophet Ezechie!, as I liuel will nor the - 

| G O 
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of a linner, Noto mortem peccatoris qui mori volut pro 
peccatoribus , ayes Heftor Pintus on the place: for 
then vohere were the efficacie of the operation of 
our head , the benefit of his interceſ{1on as our 
Mediator, the merit of his Paſſjon as our Re- 
deemer ?: And yer all this is on his partin whom 
nothing is wanting ; ſomething is required of 
man to make him capable , namely Frdes refta, 
& fuderSacramentam, A right Faith and a true yie 
of the Sacraments; the far{t, is the hand LO.APPre- 
hend it; the ſecond, the Seale to confirme it : for 
vant of the firſt, the Infadell & the Hereticke are 
not benefitted;for war of the fecond, the negliger 
perſon is excluded. The ſhedding of the blood 
of the Paſchall Lambe , was not ſufficient, ifnor 
ſprinckled vpon euery dorepoſt. Exod. 12. 7. nor 
hriſts blood efhcicnc if not applied. As the ge- 
+ nerall Pardon of a Prince is quailable ro them 
onely that ſue it out , or a ſoueraigne Plaiſter to 
him onely tha layes it on; the leaues of the Tree 
of life are beneficzall onely: to them that gather 
them; the barren. Elme , and the laden Vyne, are 
botha like to the lazic fluggard, rhat will not 
worke out his faluation with. feare and trem- 
bling: for he that preſumes becauſe God is good, 
(hall. be. ſure. to/ periſh: becauſe God is Iuft. 
| And 
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And {o to the third part. 

In which, me thinkes two concluſions ariſe 
neceſJarihe io be oblerucd. Firlt, thar his grace is 
abouc meaſure, thar giuerh ours by mealure. 
Secondly, that mans is mealured to him; cuery 
man hath ſue, but not any all. 

Far the firlt, rhac which giucth being to ano- 
ther, itſelie 1s a more able being ; for nothing gi- 
ueth wharitſelte hath nor, & therefore to prevent 
an obiection , where it is ſaid , alluding to the 
birth of our bleſled Sauiour , that a Starre there 
gaue light vntorlie >unne ,a branch moiſture ro 
the roote, thata Virgin bore her God in her 
Anmes, and her Sauiour in her wombe, thar the 
Sonne {houid be Farther to his ovvne mother, 
and the mother daughter to her Sonne , Sine que 
Pater nunquam fu , ſme quo Mater nunquan fuſfet, 
Wichour whom the Father neuer was; withour 
xwhom his Mother neuer had beene , maketh the 
Paganindeed incredulous ; bur the Chriſtian,de- 
uour and pious , as knowing that the fulneſſe of 
mercy doth nor leflen the fulneſle ot power , but 
were it pollible , augments ir rather ; as Maicltic 
i3 adorned with clemencic : thus, though obn 
baptized I8svs, yetIssvs gaue life both of grace 


2nd nature to lohn the Baptiſt ; becauſe of his 
Cz fulnefle 
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filneſſe we haue all receined , who himſelfe 

is full of grace and truth, 1. 1.0r as the ſchoole- 

men diſtinguiſh, tull of grace in his atteCtions, 

of wiſedome in his ynderſtanding , of merit in. 
his ations. 

From his firſt conception , whether wee con- 


 fider the fingularitie of his perlon, his head-ſhip 


ouer the Church , or his Diuine vaton', there 
was not a grace or vertue that he wanted, ex- 
cept wee lay taith and hope, becauſe hee was 
Simul viator & comprehenſor , and that which 
ſucceedes them both 1n vs, he had in preſent, 
that is Cognitio @> comprehen/1o rei, and thatnort 
in meaſure butin fulneſſe : as the Deuills they 
ſay, whileſt they ſuggeſt caſe to vs, are them- 
ſelues tormented; ſo Chrilt and the bleſled 
Angels whileft they labour here for Gods glory, 
enioy a happineſle. And that his perfeQtion of 
wiſedome was equall,Vidit ſe per ſe,@ in ſe vidir 
9mmnia , he ſavy himſel{e through himſelfe, and in 

himſelfe he ſavveall things , either by the nature 
of his Diuinitie, or by the glorie of Comprehen- 

ſ1on ; and therefore that ſaying of him , Luke 2. 

52. That hee encreaſed in wiſedome , and ſtature, 

and fayour with God and man, is to be expounded, 

ether extenſuuely for the augmentation of cor- 

porall 
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porall dimenſions, or oltentuucly for the pu- 
blique manifeſtation of his grace and vertue, 
nocinrenſmely , as really encreaſed in perfeCtion, 
for ſo he did not. And who did euer doubrthar ,,,. F 
\ of Merit, if he remembreth cither the Perſon, © 
God and Man; or che time, from the Manger to 
the Croſle; or the meanes, the height of loue and 
charitie, not ſuftering one part onely, as Head, 
Hand, Foot or Side , but bis whole body to be 
wounded ; nor ſpilt his blood by drops , or 
ounces, bur ſpile ic all, that plenteous might be 
our Redemption : the Lord became a ſeruant, 
that ſeruants might be Lords ; Immorralitie put 
on morrtalitie, that mortalitie might beclorhed 
with immorralicie , not taking our bodies onely 
as if he would be incorporated, norour Soules 
onely, as though he would be inanimated , but 
he wholie tooke vs .vvholy , that hee might be- 
ſtow Saluation on vs wholie : for what hee 
rooke not could not be cured.Or laſtly, the thing 
| Merited , heauen and its glorie. The Deuill was 
once Ambodexter, and foyled with both hands, | 
leading vs, with one to ſinne, and with the 
other haling vs to punifhment ; but chankes be 
to God through Ieſus Chriſt our Lord, who 
hath quite cut off the one, and fo lamed the

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other , that he cannot force vs : whence ariſeth 
the poſition of the wiſer Papilts, thar all mens 
Merits which are ſarisfactorie for {inne or mer1- 
torious of life, cannot be radicated but in his ful- 
neſſe, becauſe no ablolution from any abſolute 
euill, nor conſecution of an eternall good can 


come from any other , then his plcnarie perfe- |

| Now tocometo the ſecond: As this immenſe 


fulneſſe of Chriſt is poſitive in himlelie, nor de- 


riued of others, ſo cfſenriall, as cannot be lepa- 
rated ,yet 1s imparted daily ro Gods feruants in 
ſuch aquantitie ;as Man too, hath a kindecof tul- 
neſſe. Firlt , becauſe heis fully freed from Saran; 
Secondly , becaulc he is fully reconciled ro God; 
every man hath as much as hee is capable of. 
Thus the new bap

it,three others arederiued; the firſt the fulneſle of 
eminence, which may be aſſented vnto without 
ſuperſtition in the Virgin Mare , according to 
the Angels ſalutation , Aue Maria gratia plena : 
The ſecond , of aboundance, as in Stephen, who 
full of fairh and power , did great workes and 
miracles among the people, 4s 6.8. And fo 
likewiſe the relt of the Apoſtles : The third of 
Sufficiencie , cuident in all the faithfull, my 
Grace is ſufficient for thee. 2.. Cor. 12.9. And yet we 
are all in divers manners, going from. ſtrength 
to ſtrength ; none like. the Angels ypon Lacobs 
ladder, itand ftill, in Chriſtianitie, Non progreds 
eſt regredi , He ceaſerh to be good , that defireth 
not tobe better, and beginneth to be cuill, when 
he ſtayes to bee good: and the reaſon is, ours 
is bur Plenitudo menſurata , and wee children 

wing to riper yeares, ſo that our Plemtuds 
4 ; At —_ i ſelfe in Plenitudinempatrie, 
And our ſeuerall Graces, ſhall receaue ſeucrall 
Crowwnes. 
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the Saints in heauen, as to aſcribeto particulars, 


particuler priuiledges and endowments ; ſo as 
we mult direct our prayers tothem for particu- 
lar bleſſings and fauours , tomediare for vs ; as to 
St. Peter for obedience , ( and yet by the way he 
forſwore his Maſter, ) to St. lobn for Charitic ; to 
drive avvay Deuils Cyr:acus the Deacon ; to cure 
the cyc- ſ1ghe, St. Laurence: for Cartell St Hiersſme, 
or St. Blaſe : but he may enioy his ſpeculation, 
without either enuy , or approbar1ion of his 
Iudgement, although aone denieth but that 
there is a difference of plonie in heauen , accor- 
ding to the workes of Confeflors , and {ufterings 
of Martyrs ; yet not the eflence but the accidencs; 
not forthem., but according to them : Thus the 
Church both Triumphanc and Milicant, ranked 
in anexccllent order, as arich Iewell , com 
ſed of divers gerumes and of ſeuerall luſters, in 
which the palelt hath its praiſe and doth grace 
the whole , though bur as a foile in compariſon 
of ſome other brightnes; and all without enuie 
or derraction. 'The doore-k doth not ma- 
lice him that kneelcth at the Alcar, nor the infe- 
riour the ſuperjour order: heauen and earth make 
bur one Quire for Gods plorie, ſinging one An- 
them, ſer for all ſortes of yoyces : wee that 
| | ſirupple 
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firuggle here , and they that triumphe there, 
are {till knit in one Communien ; life and: 
death .can make nodifference : they pray in 
generall ro God for vs; we: praiſe tum for 
them; and both they and-we laud him for 
himlſelfe, from whom we haue receaued 
not our ſeuerall guifts onely , but our ſelues 
alſo. A threefold corde is not caſllic broken, 
bur a fourefold is impoſhible; and ' ſuch is 
our Communion ks Saints of God : 
Firſt, vve haue all one Head and Saujour : 
Secondly , onetruth-and doctrine : Thirdly, 


and inheritance : and this hath continued in 
all ages, palt , preſent, and-ro come. But in 
all theſe bleſlmgs conferred vpon the younger 
Lacob, is there not one left for theelder Eſau ? 
Was there a time when God did quite ſhut v 
his louing kindeneſle in diſpleaſure, And A 
fered ſach palpable darkenefſe in the land of 
Goſhen, that he: ſhould deny to giue guifts to 
men ; Neither graunting a Ciurch to our Fa- 
thers liuing ; norſaluation to them dead 2O/ 
tell not this in Gaz, nor publiſh it in the 
ftreetes of Aſcalon, leſt the daughters of the

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Philiſums retoyee , leatt the daughters of the P11 


circumciſed triumph. 

Sure, with whatT began I mult conclude; 
the Church of God: was one, and the ſame jn 
all ages; rhe ſame mn Luthers time that was 


| before him, and the lame before that novy is: 


no man of 1udgement that I can heare of, e- 
uer endeauoured to be of a nevwv Church, but 
of one reformed; nor to create one of nothin 

but to repaire one fowwlie corrupted : as Naa- 
manthe 4([yrian was the lame man after his

not nullifie his eſſence, but reftored his

Sure our Fathers had thechree things ne- 


ceſſaric-to ſaluation : The firſt, in reſpect of 


the precept, they had the tenne,Command- 
ments : The ſecond 1M reſpect of the cond1i- 
tion required, they had faith and repentance: 
The third , inreſpect of the meanes, they had 
Chriſt and his merits : alchough it cannot be 
denyed, but that they builded vpon this 
foundation, gold , faluer, pretious-ſtones, 
timber , hay., and tubble. 1. Cor. 3. x2. Ina 
word, many crrors , yet additions doe not 
take away the foundation, nor are vvee ſo 
vncharitable to ſay, that theſe proceeded ei- 
ther from contempt, or malice , eſpecially in 
the ignorant people, bur meerely out of igno- 
Trance, 4ndfobtamed mercie becauſe I did it ont 
of ignorance, ſaith the Apoſtle: 1.Tim. r. 13, As 
thoſe two hundred which went. out of Hie- 
ruſalem wich Abſalon being called , and they 
went out-in.the_{1mplicitie of their hearts, 
knowing: nothing. 2..Sam. 15. 13. Nor is it 
to be doubted , but when- they dyed they 
had aſorrow., as Well for vnknowne finnes 
as knovwne;, deſiring wich Dawd to be clean- 
ſed rom their ſecrers finnes : and generall 
| Dz- repc- 
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ntance 1s held the antidote apainſt yn- 
willing and vnperceiued errors , of cither life 
or opinion ; and there are daily treſpaſſes, 
( the heart of man being euill continually, 
and theiuſt man ſinning ſeauen times a day } 
vvhich cither paſſion buricth in obliuion, or 
our weake memories neuer remember. And 
we ſhould thinke that he did much infringe 
the-extent of diuine mercie, that ſhold preach 
that cuery one were damned , for thele thae 
had not particular recognition & repentance. 
Bur fee from this our filiall- dutic , and 
bo ng charitie , the Deuill hath raiſed a 
miſha conſequence : then ſaith eu 
Ws" , be kd to Rome, for SR 
a confeſſed certaintie , and.you fhall finde reft 
for your ſoules; hovv poore an inference? and 
yet how dangerous tothe ſtate of Heauen? 
for there is a. large difference, betwixt thoſe 
that would faine knowe, and could nor; 
and thoſe that can, and will not : and I ne- 
ner yet read, that affected ignorance was 
ever excuſed : for-thoſe .that knovve their 
Maſters will and docitnot, ſhall bee beaten 
with many ſtripes : neither is it all one to 
ſ\ucke . _, 
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ſacke error with their milke; and firſt to 
ſucke the milke of Gods word , and then to 
rurne Apoltar as. But -diume honour, ven- 
geance, .and iudgement of ſecrets-in caſe of 
mens ſaluation, are God: peculiars; and (o 1 
leaue the & the queition. Yetas it was ſome 
loric in former times to be borne men , nor 
beaſts, Grecians not *Barbarians ; and Philip 
would reioyce that his ſonne was borne in 
ſuch a time , as Ariſtotle might be his Ma- 
ſter ; (oO mee thinkes it 15 a great comfort 
for vs to liue in the time of Peace , and 
truth , and equall honour ; to keepe the pile 
from vndermining , and our fclucs from 


falling. God hath given his grace in all ages, 


bur in ſeuerall meaſures ; truth in former. 


time , being as Chriſt in the old Teltament 
veiled ouer, to vs as in the neve openly 
reuealed ; that which they ſay of Logicke 
and Rhetoricke may bee here applyed, the 
one is like the Fiſt ſhut, the _— like the 
Hand open , all truths ro them (ſuch was 
the vncontroled height of error ) were vvrit- 
ten in darke letters , but to vs in ſuch 
large Charatters , as hee that cunnes = 
| rea 
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read them. The onely vie that I can make 
is this , to bee thankefull tro God, and. his 
meanes , and to ſhevv our thankefulneſle 
in perſcuerance accordingly. Which God 
for his mercies ſake grant , through Ieſus 
Chriſt our Lord , to whom with -che holy 
Ghoſt, the bleſſed Trinitie in vnitic , bee. 
aſcribed all honour, &c.
